 { BLOCK of soft, straight-grained 
wood about % in. x 1 in. x $ in. 


A should be used to make this 
propeller, though other dimensions 


may well be used for experimenting; 


The propeller described here is a 
simple type, developed by the Minie- 
ture Aircraft Fliers, 746 Monadnock 
Block, Chicago, U. S. A. : 

In illustration 1 the front side of 
the airplane is shown, marked off, 
preliminary to carving. A and B are 
the leading edges (the edges that 
cut the wind first in flight) and C is 
the center. The thickness of the 
jJeading edges must be the same. The 
ends of the block @re marked as 
‘shown. The shaded portions are to 
be carved out. 

On both the front side and the 
back (Illustration 2) the saw may 

applied to cut slits as indicated 
by the dotted lines, but on the front 
side these must not cut through the 
leading edges. es 

Turn the block over_as indicated in 
Illustration 2, and saw completély 
diagonal from one corner of the block 
to the other on both ends but in op- 
posite directions. It is well to stick a 
steel wire or a pin completély 
through center C, and revolve the 
propeller block on it from time to 

e to see that the ends balance. 


e these ends as thin as you think | 


desirable, Experimentation will te&ch 
you the best wéight, but always re- 
member that the short and thick pro- 
peller works for speed, and the long 
thin propeller for duration—it will 
not work at all if too thin. 

The: steel wire through C is the 
shaft which attaches the propeller to 
the hook at the front of the. motor- 
base. The shaft must of course be 
hooked into the wood on the front 
edge of the propeller, and bent round 
at the other end to form an attach- 
ment. On this end four or more tiny 
beads should be placed to reduce 
friction. 

The rubber motor should have four 
strands, and therefore shotild consist 
of one length of rubber four times as 
long as the motorbase, i.e., 5 feet.

Cause of-the Crisis 

The cause of the present crisis is.

More and’ more secondary 
education, central schools, day. con- 
tinuation schools are being insti- 
tuted, and these are tending to re- 
duce the elementary school to an 
institution whose pupils leave at 11. 
The voluntary schools will thus find 
themselves ‘without pupils over the 
age of 11 within a few years, the 
provision for such pupils being made 
by the local authorities in council 
schools. |

Church Assembly a plan was pro- 
posed, ander the title of “Unity of 
administration with variety of type” 
which, on the face of it, has many 
advantages.

At the same time 
provision would be made within the 
system for religious teaching ac- 
cording to the views of the various 
‘denominations by teachérs belonging 
to those denominations, but appointed 
by the local authority. Many schools 
would remain wholly of one denomi- 
pation, with an appropriate staff; 
othér schools would contain children, 
and teachers. of various denomina- 
other than that 
f religiéus teaching the schools and 
its taffs would be indistinguishable. 

What of the prospects of success 
of this scheme? It has in its favor 
the fact that a large number of mem- 
bers of all the churches are solid in 
tts support. The Roman Catholics, 
howeVer, do not agree with it, and 
the attitude of the teaching profes- 
sion is not yet defined. Tie National 
Union of Teachers is deeply anxious 
to help in the unification of the sys-. 
tem, but it cannot state its approval 
or disapproval of the echeme until 
it knows more, and in detail, how 
the freedom of teachers would be 
affected. Meanwhile a steady drift of 
children from the voluntary to the 
council schools is in progress. In 
1902 nearly half the children were 
‘in the voluntary schools, but: the 
proportion now is ay ut a quarter,

But geography, history, their 
innumerable. political and economic contacts with Aaia 
and Africa; to say nothing of the Americas, and the 
everyday evidence of stéam,. electricity, radio, and aero- 
plane; have convinced them that peace will come through 
international co-operation and in no other way. 

That is why Buropean thought about peace centers 
around such institutions as the League of Nations, the 
International Labor Office, and unofficial international 
societies of eyery sort and kind. People may differ and 
do differ vehemently about: what the form and obliga- 
tions of.such international organizations.should be. But 
stherte are no two opinions concerning the question as to 
whether, if there is to be lasting peace in the world, it 
will come through international | organisation or through 
every nation trying to live a‘ life, however peace-loving 
and. just, in a water-tight ‘compartment of fis own. 

For various reasons, principally the war of creeds, 
Westérn civilization has lost sight of the old idea of the 
unity of Christendom ‘and the brotherhood of all. man- 
kind.’ It: may do lip service to it in after-dinner oratory, 
but in fact Christian humanity has divided itself, and ts 
still divided, into fiercely national unite, thinking almost 
entirely of themselves.

The Missouri River Diversion Project 
To the Editor of .The Christian Science Monitor: 

In your issue of Saturday, Jan. 17, we note a news 
item relative to the proposed Missouri River diversion 
project.in which you quote Mr. J. N. Roherty, C. E., of tiris 
department, as saying that. the project. would require % 
tunnel more than,100 miles * length and eosting between 
$22,200,000 and $53,300,000. 

Mr. Roherty informs’ us that the proposed tunnc! 
would be between-18 and 25 miles in length, and that the 
probable cost of thg tunnel alone would be somewhe:¢ 
between $@,000,000 and $7,000,000. Mr. Roherty bases’ his 
estimate upon the construction cost figures of similar 
tunnels which have been constructed elsewhere. The‘cort 
of necessary ditching, in addition .to the typnnel,. would 
not bring the total construction cost:above the $10 000 000 
figure.
